A substantial sum of gold 
kept as a guarantee fund was among the 
suggestions made by the president.

THE VIEWS OF PROF- DARWIN 


If th» Karth Encounters a Satellite the

The moon may some day strike 
the 


earth. This is not likely to happen to- 
morrow, nor oven the. day after.. But 
Prof. Gurrett P. Sorviss, in an article in 
the Xew York Journal,, asserts that "one 
of the most umairing results that mathe- 
matical analysis hns ever produced -is the 
announcement by Prof. George 
Darwin, 


the son of the Darwin, who is 
credited 


with having discovered our ancestors in 
tho anthropoid apes, that the in'oon ifl not 
only the attendant, but the. actual child, 
of the earth, born in fearful-travail from 
the bowels of our globe when it was yet 
a molten and partly -nebulous condition." 


Prof. Dii-rwin himself,- in 
the 
book 


•which he hus recently written, puts the 
matter thus: 


"Let 'is imagine ourselves transported 


to the indefinite fiiUircywh.cn the moon's 
orbital period nnd tho earth's diurnal 
poriod shall both bo prolonged. to iifty- 
h'vo of our present days. The moon her- 
self will slowly approach the earth, mov- 
ing with a shorter period, nnd must ulti- 
mately fall back into the enrth." 


Tho substance of this new book 
by 


Prof. Darwin is not new to astronomers, 
but to the general publie it is u revela- 
tion. Its theories may be summarized :is 
follows: 


There was a time when our globe, to 


s«y nothing of the other orbs around it, 
•was in a nebulous condition, i. c., it was 
in the form of heated vapor and gases 
blazinc in the furnaces of creation. Thosi 
gases contained the elements from, whicl 
the globe us it is today and everything 
that grows upon it and inhabits it were 
created. 


As they cooled they passed from the 


vaporous to the liquid condition, and the 
earth w»s then like a bnll of while-hot 
molten metal. This fiery liquid ball, wit! 
its surrounding atmosphere of 
binning 


gnscs not yet condensed, was in nipid ro- 
tation around our axis, which wns iden- 
tical with the axis about which the globe 
still rotates. But at that time the rota- 
tion of this globe was so swift that, in- 
stend of requiring twenty-four hours to 
make a turn, as it does today, it required 
only two or three hours. 


Being in a molten or liquid condition 


immense tides wore raised throughout it: 
mass by the, attraction of the sun. Jie- 
sides, its swift rotation tended to chaiigt. 
its form and .a round bnll to a pear-shap- 
ed figure, as shown in the illustration. 


Great mathematicians have tackled the 


problem of the shape which a liquid bull 
rotating as the earth then did,, would 
eventually assume, and'one of "the gitut 
est of them, Poincure, has deduced the 
form shown in the figure. 


HIKTH OF THE MOON. 


Tho smaller end of the 
pciu'-shapei 


mass, which then constituted the earth 
formed a gigantic tidal wave .of 
liquic 


lire, rising thousands of miles from th 
center of gravity of 
the whirling mass 


and rushing around with fearful rotation 
so swifi.ly that it tended to fly oil". Sma 
er inasj.es may actually h'tivc been hnrlei 
off fit this time, so that the earth tln.-i 
resembled mi cnoi-nious pin-wheel spin 
ning- in the night of space. 


Ths uttrnction of the sun at this June 


ture probably produced a crisis. It tend 
ed to increase the height 
of the. grea 


tidal protuberance of the enrth nnd nideo. 
the tendency to fly off. Under the increaf 
ing strain, u.-t the gyrating mass slowlj 
cooled and stiffened, tho "neck'1 of th 
stupendous pear grew more and 
mor 


slender, until at length it broke nsunde 
and, as illustrated, the projecting 
tidn 


lump, freed from restraint, began to spi 
about an nxis of its own. nnd so the molt 
"en earth-sphere,'which then shone wit 


its own ligth, became split into a. donbl 
star. 


The moss that had thus broken 
ol 


from the earth was to form 
•• he moon. 1 


took with it a part—at out one-eightiet 
—of the substance of tt.c earth. Wlm 
.would otherwise have eventually bee 
condtnsed into rocks and 
metals ' an 


have formed continents nnd'-mountain 
on the earth, went off to form • siniila. 
things on the moon. And .a part of th 
chemical elements and vital gerhir., whicl 
in the fullness of time, were to be shape 
into human beings on the earth,-went o 
•also at the fiery birth of the moon. Bl 
whether these, too, attained their man 
fest destiny by being shaped into livin 
creatures science hns not yet been able t 
ascertain. 


And now a very wonderful thing seen 


to have happened—wonderful; Unit it is 
to say, in its effects, though tho princi- 
ples underlying it are plain enough. 


Both the eiir-th nnd the moon 'were yet 


Jn » molten nnd possibly a semi-nebulous 
condition. Being ."till so .close to one im- 
othor, their natural attraction .begun to 


- raise tides in one another. These 
tides 


were for greater, in proportion, thuu 
those which the distant sun gave rise to. 
The .consequence was that both the earth 
a-nd the moon were drawn out by tidal 
attraction into tho form of ellipsoids. For 
our purpose, wo need to consider only the 
Udes that tho moon raised in the liquid 
ewth, 


THE PRIMEVAL TIDES.; 


Th<«*, instead of being like- the ocean 


.dcs of today, a few feet in height, must 
nve been of enormous dimensions.1' And, 
•ith the rapid rotation;-they ran- com- 
letely around the globe in two' or three 
ours. But the crest of:the tidal" wave 
f the earth;:was' not directly under the 
loon then, nn^-ai.iore than timt of the 
eeaiiic lides.'i's'/today. The tide "lugged." 
s it is collodion consequence of inertia, 
nd so the tidrtl protuberance on the side 
oward the moon was never directly im- j 
crthe'nibon. but.always out of line with ' 
, in tho direction in- which;-thc earth ro- 
uted. The moon itself,- however, was 
raveling around the earth.!in. the same 
Lircction, and, since the tidal protubcr- 
nee was nearer to the moon, than the 
enter of the enrth mis, ifexerted a pull 
f the 'former which tended to hasten it 
onviu-d in its revolution around 
the 


ftrth.

Now, astronomers know that if yon 
a.sten the revolution of a body circling 
round a renter of attraction, the body 
vill immediately move 
further away, 


'hat was what occurred in" the case of 
he. moon. It began to travel away from 
he earl-h, in a great spiral, in 
conse- 


uence of the peculiar attraction of the 


tidal wave which itself had raised on the 
iirth. 


It was a ciiriouH case of being driven 


i way by a kind or-reflex action, as if n 
wiinmcr would1" be forced oil' from shore 
>y the return of the waves which his own 
lotion impelled against it. 
The ultimate result of this tidal repul- 


ion was that the moon, having been orig- 
nally a part of the eiuili, and having, as 
oon as the first separation occurred, 
been repelled by the effect of the 
tides 


>roduccd by its own attraction, .moved 
iway until it attained its present dis- 
anee of nearly 240.UUO miles from 
its 


crrestrial mother. 
Yet this is not all. Prof. Dnr-,vin has 


bhown that even the tides raised by the 
noon in tho waters of the ocean—now 
that the earth itself 1ms become solid— 
•.uffice to drive the 
moon further 
and 


"urther away. The effect is slight, 
but 


vet it is certain, and the moon is slowly 
•etrcating from the earth, and will con- 
tinue to retreat until it has retired to n 
distance of about one hundred thousand 
itilcs jTrentcr than its present distance. 


At Mint time its period of revolution 


around the earth will have been length- 
ened from twenty-eight days to fifty-five 


•in other words, the 
mouth 
will 


then be fifty-live.days long. 


A much more sturtling conclusion 
re- 


ntes to tho earth itself. In consequence 


the tremendous tidal 
effect 
of 
the 


Mirth's nttiiiotion on the moon in 
the 


earlier stages of its existence, the hitter 
<cepj always the same face toward the 
enrth. In other words, the tides on the 
moon, while it was yet molten, or while 
it still had occnns, acted ius a brake on 
ts condition where it could rotate only 
once on its axis in traveling once around 
he earth. 


Now, that is precisely what, according 


to Prof. Darwin's theory, will eventually 
happen to (.he earth, itself. The tides in 
the oceans act ns a. brake on the earth 
nnd tend to show Us rotation. The effect 


imperceptible in the short space of time 


which we are able to embrace in our ob- 
servations, but, nevertheless, it 
serves 


gradually to lengthen the day. This wil 


n'0 on until, in the course of millions o 
years, the period of the earth's rotation 
has been 
increased 
from 
twenty-foul 


hours up to fifty-five days, or ,in^ othei 
words, to the length that the month wil 
then have. 


At that time the month nnd the dn-j 


will be equal, find the earth and the mooi 
will both keep their faces steadily fixed 
upon one. another, as they slowly turn 
about their common center of gravity 
like two fencers with eyes fastened or 
one another's movements. 


But even that is not the end. \Vhon 


that remote period

when the day nnd the month shall 
equal, if the earth still retains oceans on 
its surface, the tides which the sun wil' 
raise in those oceans (the lunar tides hiiv 


censed to sweep around the enrl'h; 


will Still further retard the earth's rota 
tion. '~nc result will bo that the caitl 
will eventually rotnte slower than 
thi 


moon revolves, or, in other words, thi 
day will become actually longer than thi 
month. As soon as that occurs, the tide 
raised by the moon will be thrown ou 
of line again, but 'this time in the revere 
direction, so that the effect of its spira 
motion and begin to move once more to 
ward the earth. The final result, as Pro 
Dnnvin predicts, will be that the mooi 
must fall buck upon the earth. 


If there should be people dwelling up 


on the earth at that time all the fearfi

'Many of the 
Harrlsburg passengers at Reading -went 
aboard the Philadelphia express, but It 
being found all could not be accom- 
modated, It -was decided to send an 
extra train to Philadelphia to run aa 
the second section of the express. Tho 
extra train left twenty minutes later 
than tho express. 


At Exeter station the express stopped 


lor orders, and wh-lle standing there 
the extra train, moving at groat speed, 
crashed into' it.. Three of tho rear 
cars of the express were telescoped and 
the flrat car of the extra train was also 
wrecKed. The passengers in these cars 
were terribly mangled, many being 
killed outright, while others had limbs 
and bodies maimed. Word was at once 
sent to Reading, and a special train 
with physicians and nurses was seat to 
the scene as quickly as It could pos- 
sibly be put in readiness.

Now that the United States has ac- 


quired several alien peoples in tlie east 
and. in the west, and other, civilized na-

Protestants arc turning their efforts, not 
only toward' China, but toward Cuba.
